,'»b mothers qf nurseries in th" 
North Sea have had the time of their 
lives in these last two years. lue 
North Sea abounds with fish, and 
when the war is over it will be ab¬ 
solutely packed. This sounds a 
sweeping statement, but the fact that 
the number of trawlers now work¬ 
ing is less by some three thai/sand 
than it was in peace time accounts 
lor the overcrowded nurseries. 

The quantity of fish taken from the 
North Sea grounds has fallen by a 
third since the fishing areas have 
been so greatly restricted. 

Haddock have particularly enjoyed 
the rest they deserved, as for the 
last ten yeatyt their numbers had, 
been sadly dlininishing. When it is 
remembered that each female had¬ 
dock produces 800,000 eggs each sea¬ 
son, something of their increasing 
numbers may be guessed. 

Woman to Command Germsrn Boat 

The first woman naval officer to 
receive a commission hat just been 
appointed by the Wurtenberg auth¬ 
orities as second in command of a 
small gunboat on Lake Constance. 

1 She will wear die full uniform of a 
lieutenant, including trousers and 
gaiters, and will taka a naval lieut¬ 
enant's rank and pay. The special 
duty with which the gunboat to 
which she has been appointed is 
charged is that of protecting the 
Zeppelin sheds at Fflkdrichshafcn 
from attacks by enemy aeroplanes.. 


Air Raids in Germany ' 
doming in the Near Future 

Field-Marshal French has express¬ 
ed the belief that the next attempt 
upon London by the enemy's airships 
will be on a colossal scale. The con¬ 
tinued advance of the British lines 
in France toward the German fron¬ 
tier will be the best way of dealing 
a blow at future attacks on London. 
And as indicative of wbat may be ex¬ 
pected a Frenchman took an aerial 
trip the other day into Germany, go¬ 
ing as far as Strassburg. He ac¬ 
tually covered 300 miles of the epenry 
territory and dropped at very incon¬ 
venient points some 30 deadly bombs. 
He returned without any attack upon 
his machine. If, • with the Allies' 
forces some considerable distance 
from the enemy’s frontier, such a 
feat is possible, what may be looked 
for when our troops can see the rapid 
flowing current of the Rhine?

Trousers warmed by electricity is 
one of the war inventions. It is the 
idea of an Innsbruck professor who 
is at present serving In the German 
army, and a Vienna professor of 
medicine. Besides the comfort in' 
winter, it is pointed out that electri¬ 
cal trousers and likewise «n electric 
arm-warmer, might be profitably 
used in airships* The garments are 
inade-with extremely supple electri¬ 
cal warihing wires, woven in with 
the cloth,, which is itself made spe¬ 
cially with a view to insulation. The 
device is fed-by cables art a distance 
of a hundred yards and more. The 
wearer can himself connect and dis¬ 
connect the heat conductor. The ex¬ 
pense of keeping trousers supplied 
with an electric current is about two 
cents an hour.

Educational Film Released by-'the 
. Canadian Pacific Railway 

A aew two-reel film hast Just been 
releaaqd ^by the C anadian Pacific 
Railway with the title “IrrigmSon 

immediately to the cast of, the city 
. of Calvary and in the vicinity of 
Lethbridge. ",; 

This film, which was taken during 
the past summer, illustrate* the eh- 
! tire process of irrigation,- which Vo 
many people is soiqewhat in the na- 
. ture oi a mystery^ Making a start 
: in the Rocky Mountains, small 
, streams of water are seen trickling 
. from the melting glaciers and snow- 
i fields in the neighborhood of Lake 
. Louise, and running in due course 
[ into the Bow River. A caption "The 
, Hotter the Weather, the Greater .'the 
Flow," explains that this system has 
great advantages over some systems 
that do not derive their water supply 
from glacial regions, and which, m 
hot weather, which is just the time 
that the water is needed most, are 
lowest in volume. 

| Views of the" Bow River follow, 

> showing in turn the beautiful resort 
. Banff, the hydro-electric plan! at 
, Kananaskis Falls, and the dty of 
I Calgary, where the headgates that <U- 
| vert water for the irrigation of the 

western section of the irrigation 
block are seen. Then eighty miles 
, farther, come the Bassano Dam, 
nearly 8,000 feet in length, which 
i banks up the Bow Rivet, into a re¬ 
servoir to supply the eastern section 
, with water, the Brooks Aqueduct, a 
concrete flume two miles long that' 
carries sufficient water to irrigate 
, 125,000 acres across a wide valley 
at a height reaching a maximum of 
, sixty feet, and other notable engin¬ 
eering features of the systems. 

The water is successively traced 
1 from the main canals into the secon- 
' clary canals that serve districts and 
' then into the laterals that serve indi- 
- vidual farms. Farmers are seen pre- 
‘ paring their laqd for irrigation, by 
■ levelling and digging ditches. How 
' irrigation is practically applied is il- 
I lustrated by scenes-abewing a farmer, 

> having prepared furrows down the 
t fields that he intends to irrigate, 

placing a canvas dam in the lateral 
, that tuns by the side of or through 
the mid, thus diverting the flow of 
water into these furrows. Other me¬ 
thods of irrigatidn, such as the "bor¬ 
der” method, are also demonstrated. 
It is this part of the film that 'wifi 
probably be most educative to- those 
i people to whom irrigation, that is to 
, say, how the water is got oil the land, 
is a mystery. 

Crops of various kinds are seen — 
alfalfa, grain, potatoes,—and reaping 
and threshing follow the sequence 
along. Live stock of all kinds illus¬ 
trate the importance of the dairying 
j and livestock industry in Alberta. Fi- 
' nally, after brief flashes of some of 
| the industrial establishments in Cal¬ 
gary, such as flour mills and packing 
plants, in which the raw materials 
are converted into the finished food 
products, the shipment of them to 
co&sumers at home and abroad, first 
by train ami then by steamer, t is 
shown.* 

The film is being handled in Can¬ 
ada by the Department of Coloniza¬ 
tion and Development, Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway, Calgary, and in the 
United States by the Bureau of Com¬ 
mercial Economics, . Real Estate 
Trust Building, Washington, D.C. If 
it is in your neighborhood; do not 
fail to see it- If you want to get it 
displayed, please write either of these 
two addresses and it will be arrange 
ed if possible.

Gasoline as Wash for Wounds 

Contused, lacerated wounds with 
dirt - ground into them are cleaned 
with\g«soline in a field hospital in 
France. The skin and then the sur¬ 
face of the wound are rubbed with 
a swab or absorbent cotton soaked in 
gasoline. The interior of the wound 
is swabbed. out with gasoline as far 
as can be reached with pledgets of 
cotton wrapped around a forceps. 

Gasoline causes no pain, but it will 
cause blisters if left on and covered 
with bandages that prevent evapora¬ 
tion. Medical journals say gasoline 
has long been used by workmen in 
factories for cleaning dirty cuts and 
lacerations.

That Vilhjalmar Stefansson, com¬ 
mander of the Canadian Arctic ex¬ 
pedition, may try to negotiate the 
Northwest Passage by a different and 
what is said to be a more commer¬ 
cially practicable route than that 
which Amundsen took, is the an¬ 
nouncement of George H. Wilkins, 
who has been second in command 
to Stefansson for the past two years. 

Wilkins it was who, in an auxil¬ 
iary schooner only 65 feet long, bat¬ 
tled his way through the ice fields 
for 600 miles to Stefansson’s relief 
when the explorer and the two 
sturdy men who accompanied him 
on his trip over the ice of the Arctic 
Ocean froth Martin Point, Alaska, to 
Cape Alfred, Banks Land, were al¬ 
most universally believed dead. He 
was then promoted to be second in 
command. ... 

£tefansson’s ship, ' the Polar 
Bear, at present lies in an advanta¬ 
geous position in Prince of Wales 
Strait. She is a staunchly built ves¬ 
sel, 85 feet long, and equipped - with 
gasoline engines of 75 horse-power, 
and it is Stefansson’s belief that if 
the 169 miles to Winter Harbor, 
across McClure Strait, can be suc¬ 
cessfully negotiated, the balance of 
the journey through Melville Sound, 
Barrow Strait, Lancaster Sound, 
Baffin Bay and Davis Strait, thence 
up the St. Lawrence to Montreal, 
will present no difficulties. 

If Stefansson’s boat is not wrecked 
by the ice^ and the voyage is suc¬ 
cessful, it will be the first time in 
history that a ship has sailed from 
the Pacific into the Atlantic by 
either ot the northern routes. 

Wilkins reports that Stefansson 
now has with him 15 white men and 
19 Eskimo men and-women, the men 
to kill game, drive dog teams and 
assist generally in the chores, and 
the women to sew skin clothing for 
all the members of the party.

Why Sugar Is Good for the Making 
of Muscle 

Sugar is a good food for the mus¬ 
cles. This was determined recently 
by experiments made at the instance 
of the war office. 

It is a fact known to soldiers that 
ip difficult campaigns an increased 
desire is felt for sweets £fid sweeten¬ 
ed foods, and many who never touch 
such things at home vpll eat large 
quantities of them, when obtainable, 
on the battlefield. Whether the 
sugar afforded real benefit to the sol¬ 
dier was the subject of the German 
investigation; that is, did the con¬ 
sumption of sugar render the tired 
muscles capable of renewed exer¬ 
tion? 

To answer the question conclusive¬ 
ly the subject of the experiment was 
not allowed to know that a test was 
being made. One day a sweet li¬ 
quid containing thirty grams of su¬ 
gar was administered; qn the next 
a similar liquid, sweetened by sac¬ 
charin to render it indistinguishable 
from the other as far as taste was 
concerned, toqk the place of the- su¬ 
gar. The resillt was a complete-tri¬ 
umph for theisugar. It was found 
that a greater amount of work could 
bi- accomplished on the days when 
the sugar was given than on those 
when the saccharin took its place. 
This serves, as far as it goes to 
prove that sugar is food in a true 
sense, and that it is in particular 


From an Interview With Mr. Massey, 
Prime Minister of New Zea¬ 
land, in The Times 

New Zealand is already grappling 
with the problem of finding employ¬ 
ment for her discharged soldiers by 
means of land settlement. A similar * 
task confronts Great Britain and the 
Empire as a whole. Many of these 
gallant fellows, if unable or unwilling 
to. return to their former occupation, 
might be induced to settle on the 
land, either in this country or the 
overseas dominions. The ranks jof 
our productive forces have been no 
sadly depleted that we cannot afford 
as an Empire to lose a single man 
through emigration to a foreign 
shore. One and all should be kept_^_ 
under the flag. Funds will be need- . 
ed to carry out any large scheme of 
emigration and land settlement. 
Well, if it is costing upwards of 
$25,000,000 • day to carry on this war 
to sa«p the Empire, it is surely worth 
while to allocate a few millions to 
keep within the Empire the men who 
have helped to save it. As an in- 
vestment it would repay us a thou¬ 
sandfold. If a central imperial fund 
were established for this purpose, the 
overseas Dominions would contribute 
towards the furtherance of the 
scheme by offering land on the most 
favorable terms to those men who 
may desire to found a new home in 
lands beyond the seas but within the. 
Empire. As our soldiers quit the 
ranks of destruction let them be draf¬ 
ted into the ranks of production, and 
so tend to simplify the great problem 
of reabsorbing labor into civil and 
industrial life which will confront us 
after the war, when millions of men 
will lay down their arms. 

It is vitally important, in my op¬ 
inion, that we should begin to org¬ 
anize now and not wait till the war- 
drum throbs no longer. We know 
to our sorrow what our military un- 
preparedness cost us at the outset of 
the war, when for months we had to 
fight with the naked hand against the 
mailed fist ; Let us guard against this 
in industrial and commercial affairs. 
Germany is already boasting of her 
preparedness for an economic war, ' 
whereby she hopes to recapture her 
lost trade. Forewarned is forearm¬ 
ed. Let us anticipate het attack and 
erect such barriers as will be im¬ 
pregnable to her assault. Then we 
shall be able to stand before the

His Experience of First 
Flight in an 
Aeroplane 


The following tetter has been 
sent to us by J. L. Haight, who 
has been studying aviation at 
Vancouver for some time past, 
His frienda will be,glad to hear 
that h? has now qualified for, 
and is a member of the R.F.A., 
and expects to be sent to England 
sometime this month. 

Editor Advocate:— 

During my short visit at Vul¬ 
can many of my friends procured 
promise from me that I would 
write to them of my experiences 
in aviation and as the number 
grew and I saw the size of the 
task looming before me I solicit¬ 
ed the aid of my good friend Mr. 
Glover, who promised to print 
from time to time in his excellent 
paper such of my experiences 
which would be. of common inter¬ 
est to all, and in this way I hope 
to be able to fulfil my promises. 
Now the responsibility for this 
letter rests on the question “How 
did you feel when you first went 
up?” Which was the first ques¬ 
tion which the majority of peo¬ 
ple asked, and which led me to 
define and collect to some extent 
the impressions of that first flight 
So eagerly looked forward to, so 
full of vague anxiety and instinc¬ 
tive dread of the unknown, and 
yet at the end so full of joyful 
realization when I found that I 
could sail through the ocean df 
air so safely, pleasantly, and 
comfortably. 

The first time I went up, it was 
as a passenger only the machine 
was equipped with dual control, 
and though all the controls were 
in easy reach I was warned not 
to touch them. I had nothing to 
do but look about rhe and feel 
how I felt. I am going to try 
and give you an exact account of 
how I felt on that first journey 
thrtwgh-air, although l am afraid 
that I will not find language to 
convey to you the wonderful sen¬ 
sations that I experienced. I had 
'convinced mySelf mentally that 
the machine was absolutely safe 
and yet when I approached it up¬ 
on this occasion my feeling of 
confidence vanished very quickly 
and I found myself climbing to 
my place with a fast beating 
heart, and an unreasoning sus¬ 
picion of its ability to take care 
of me. One of the “boys” 
“cranked” it and the rush of air 
from the propellors knocked the 
wind into me, resulting in a 
physical sensation similar to that 
of having the wind knocked out 
of you. I crouched lower in the 
seat however and got behind the 
stream line body in which we sat 
called the “fuselage”. The ma¬ 
chine was held by the students 
until the instructor, who sat be¬ 
hind me, gave the sign to release 
it when the great thrust of the 
propeller started the machine 
rapidly across the ground. In 
about 750 yards we had gained 
enough headway to leave, the 
ground (In the case of our: ma¬ 
chine about 50 miles an hour is 
required before the wings will 
sustain it in the air, however once 
it leaves the ground and is “lev¬ 
eled off” the speed jumps to 65 
or 70 miles per hour). Well even 
yet after being up many times I 
have never been able to tell the 
exact moment of “total suspen¬ 
sion” such is the stability of the 
machine that it is almost impos¬ 
sible to discern any difference 
until you notice that you are 
gaining altitude. I suppose that 
it was several seconds after the 
machinl had left the ground un¬ 
til I actually became aware of it 
in this instance, and no extraor¬ 
dinary sensation came until the 
instructor suddenly headed it 
BHarply upward in a steppe and 
then leveled it out, th this stepp¬ 
ing operation I felt somewhat 
light and irresponsible in the re-

You are not spending money 
for us, but for yourselves—-for the 
Dominion, _jjf Canada—and we pay 
our share, Just as we do for work 
in the West that benefits all Canada. 
Have you forgotten that simile which 
referred to the “spout" of the West?’ 

"We are all glad to believe that 
most western people now entertain 
reasonable and proper views of the 
■value of our eastern ports and the 
necessity for thdir rapid develop¬ 
ment, but doubtless there are. still 
some who look askance at proposals 
for large federal expenditures at 
Halifax and St. John, One. lesson the. 
war should teach is'that this coun¬ 
try should not be dependent upon 
American channels for its trade* at 
any season of the year. Canada as a 
tuition can never realize itself in the 
fullest sense until its own seaports 
are so equipped as to give free inter¬ 
course at all seasons to inter-impe¬ 
rial trade. Whatever national expen¬ 
diture may be necessary is fully jus¬ 
tified and should never be regarded 
by one section of the country as a 
sop thrown' to another section. Pro-

Moreover, it is not at all 
improbable, because of the wholesale 
slaughtering of stock of all kinds, 
that feed grain will go lbwer rather 
than higher. /On the other hand, it is 
almost certain, because of the 
reduction ill poultry flocks, eggs 
will advance'even beyond present fig- 
ores. . With all the people in cities 
employed, and at high wages, no 
matter what the price reached people 
will buy. 

Nor are high prices in poultry pro¬ 
ducts likely to be confined to the 
winter months. Because those who 
have retained their flocks will make 
large profits in winter there will pro¬ 
bably be a demand for hatching 
eggs and baby chicks in spring with¬ 
out parallel in the poultry industry.

tain some years ago. Through the 
financing and under the direction of 
the British Government, rubber plan¬ 
tations are now operated in Ceylon, 
Sumatra, the Malay States and Java. 

As ^result of this control, the Bri¬ 
tish Gbvernment has been able to 
gradually lower the price of crude 
rubber from the former price of $3 
a pound, which, obtained in 1910, to-'rr-. 
67 cents a pound at the present ' 
time. Just previous to the outbreak 
of the war the price paid for crude 
rubber was $1.25 per pound, so it will 
be noticed that despite war condi¬ 
tions, when the prices of all commo¬ 
dities have been soaring upwards, 
the price of crude rubber has been 
reduced. & 

It naturally follows that ruhber i» 
now rapidly superseding leather ia 
every instance possible. The cost of 
leather is soaring constantly, and 
leather footwear is reaching prohibi¬ 
tive prices. Rtfbber footwear wiH, 
according to indications, be exten¬ 
sively worn this winter. It will no¬ 
doubt prove a real economy to pro¬ 
tect expensive leather shoes with- 
rubbers and with rubber overshoe*. 
Nothing is more ruinous to leather 
than water, snow water having » 
particularly injurious effect on lav 
shoes.

Absolute Zero 

By absolute zero' scientists mean 
the point where absolutely no heat 
exists. This is assumed to be at 
about 273 degrees Centigrade, or 273 
degrees below freezing. 

That point has neve? been reached 
actually, but by liquifying gasses 
and by their evaporation liquifying 
others 26&.degrees has been reached 
in Europe. 

There is a practical value in the 
experiments, lor it Jhas been discov¬ 
ered that the electrical resistance of 
nearly all metals decreases with the 
temperature and near the absolute 
zero it vanishes altogether. Mer¬ 
cury, for instance, at about four de¬ 
grees above absolute zero, becomes 
an almost perfect conductor. Could 
this phenomenon be applied practi¬ 
cally, the smallest wire could be 
used for carrying the heaviest charge 
of electricity.
